It was in January 1973, when I was going through the MALA 
Silver Jubilee voloume Library Science in India; edited by Mr’ 
Chandrasekharan and noting down certain new events as usual, it 
struck that it will be better to make a serious effort to compile and 
publish a comprehensive index of all important events in Indian. 
librarianship, which can better serve the needs of my colleagues.

When I met Prof Kaula the next day, I whispered about my 
wish to compile ‘Indian Library Chronolgy’. He immediately with a- 
mixed feeling of surprise and satisfaction said ‘It isa good idea...go 
ahead . .. so this will be your first contribution !’

The teaching was mostly in Vedic literature, philo- 
sophy and eighteen silpas. Students used to come from Mithila, 
Ujjain, Rajagriha and Banaras. There was said to be rich library and 
the monks were keen in building up its collection. It lost its glory 
with the end of the Kushan rule by 280 AD. The great grammarian 
Panini and Kautilya were known to be the students of Taxila. [1]

Nalanda University was one of the biggest residential universi- 
ties of the by gone days. There were about 3000 residents. The 
University had. in possession of about 200 villages for its maintenance. 
There were about eight halls and three hundred apartments. The area 
of the library used to be called Dharma ganja (=Mart of Religion). 
The library was in three grandest buildings called © Ratnasagar, 
Ratnadadhi and Ratnaranjaka. Of these Ratnadadhi was nine storeyed 
and in it was located the library, then considered the largest in India. 
Hiuen-Tsiang mentioned that about 100 villages were endorsed to the 
convent. He also mentioned that 200 house holders in the villages 
day to day used to contribute several hundred piculs (1=1338 Ibs) of 
ordinary rice and several hundred catties (1=160 Ibs) in weight of 
‘utter and milk. [6]

The Chinese traveller Fa-Hien stayed in this country upto 414

This event is known as ‘‘Pusthakarohana of the Jain Agamas” or 
reduction of the Jain Canons. 


The whole Jain canons were edited by Devardhigani in 454 AD.

Fyzee COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS A GRADUATED SCHEME FOR LIBRARY 
DEVELOPMENT IN BOMBAY 

A Library Development Commitee was appointed by the 
Bombay Government. The Committee held its first meeting in 
December under the presidentship of Mr AAA Fyzee. In its Re- 
port it recommended a graduated scheme for library development 
in six stages. The first stage deals with the formation and streng- 
thening of acentral library and three regional libraries, and the 
final stage envisages a system which provides books even for the 
smallest village in the province. The financial exigencies of the 
war prevented the implementation of this Fyzee Committee’s recom- 
mendations. 
Stnp GOVERNMENT PLANS FOR TRAVELING LIBRARIES 

Anelaborate scheme for setting up travelling libraries had been: 
prepared by the Sind Government. They proposed to have at least 
twenty such centres in each Taluk. Every centre of the literacy cam- 
paign will be provided a box containing one hundred books, each: 
book costing four annas only. Such boxes will be sent round to- 
the adult education school where adults, who have recently picked-up- 
reading and writing will be made to take interest in these books. The 
expense of these portable libraries will be born by the District Library 
Committees. The books will be suggested or prepared by the Pro- 
vincial Literacy Committee. [2} 


ScHOOL LIBRARIES TO BE OPEN FOR GENERAL PUBLIC 
The Government had suggested to the local bodies to extend 
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the usefulness of school libraries under their control by throwing them 
open to members of the public. The Government expressed that the 
success in this method of spreading knowledge would be in propor- 
tion to the amount of public cooperation and support which school 
-authorities are able to enlist. The Government also expressed its 
wish to take the services of honorary workers on the days when the 
library is open to the public. The Government also wished that the 
school libraries should enrich their collections by public donation 
and the resident government officials of all departments may take 
part in propagating for the same. The Director of Public Instruc- 
tion had been requested to urge on the management of aided schools 
the SSPE of throwing open their libraries for the use of the 
public. 

A special departmental conference was held in connection with 
the mass literacy campaign at Ranchi with the Hon’ble Dr Syed 
Mohamad, Minister of Education, Development and Employment in 
the Chair, which discussed the present programme and future policy 
to be pursued. It had decided to open 4000 Hindustani and 200 
Bengali libraries in the Province in areas where intensive work was 
conducted last year with a view to making literacy permanent. Each 
library will consist of 200 books and will be supplied with one 
-weekly newspaper. [3]

Views ON LIBRARIANSHIP 

DDG Pay Commission Report had been submitted to 
the Rajasthan Government. It had made two broad classifications of 
departments and the other. If felt that those working in the depart- 
ments where librarians are required to know the work of referencing 
and expected to be trained in that art; and the other were the librarian 
is a mere custodian of books. 


_ For the librarians in the educational institutions it had been 
admitted on all hands including Grants Commission and of the Uni- 
versity of Rajasthan that librarians have to be given the same pay 
Scale as are given to lecturers. The Government of Rajasthan 
approved this policy by giving the pay scales of 378-850 to the libra-

‘QUESTION OF PROVINCIALISATION OF THE SERVICES OF THE EMPLOYEES 
“OF THE ZILLA GRANTHALAYA SAMSTHAS 


In response to the persistent demands for provincialisation of 
their services from the side of the employees of the Zilla Granthalaya 
‘Samsthas, the Government of Andhra Pradesh had finally cided 
that the services cannot be provincialised.

At the end, at the request of Dr Arntz, Professor Eric de 
Grolier paid tributes and homage to the great classificationist of this 
century—Dr Ranganathan. 


The technical sessions started on 7 January, had extended upto 
11 January. In all there were 10 Technical sessions spread over all 
five days. About 48 papers were presented on 21 subjects. 54 dele- 
gates from 17 countries and 67 observers from 7 countries partici- 
pated in the Conference. 


The Plenary Session was held on 11 January at about 10 am 
which discussed the draft recommendations circulated earlier. At the 
end Prof A Neelameghan proposed a Vote of thanks. Thereafter the 
Conference was declared closed. 


There were very nice post-session engagements for the partici- 
pants all through the period of the conference. An exhibition of 
selected Indian publications on Library and Information Science was 
Organised by the Library and Information Services wing of BARC on 
the eve of the Conference.
